Life 
belts, life boats and water-soaked cargo 
bore evidence to indicate that the steam- 
ers Regina, Charles S. Price, Wexford 
and James Carruthers probably were at 
the bottom of the lake. In the mean- 
time the overturned derelict lay in the 
lake a few miles northeast, still uni- 
dentified.

Mrs. Albert Watson of Mt. 
Vernon, III., Is Elected 
Vice-President. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 13.—Mrs. Albert Wat- 
son of Mount Vernon, III., was elected 
vice-president of the Illinois State Fed- 
ération of Women’s Clubs at the nine- 
teenth annual convention in Evanston, 
today. Mrs. William Severn of Chi- 
cago withdrew, saying that the office 
should go to the southern part of the 
State. The office of president was not 
balloted for, Mrs. Frederick Dow’s term 
having not . expired. Secretary and 
treasurer and delegates to the Nation- 
al Federation Convention in 1914 also 
were elected. 

It was reported that, $40,000 of the na- 
tional endowment fund of $100,000 has 
been raised. 

“Fellow citizens” is the pet phrase of 
the Federation. Mrs. Frederick A. Dow 
of Chicago used it when she called the 
first meeting to order with a gavel 
sent to her by friends from Galena, 
Ill., and made from the wood of a plum 
tree planted on the Grant place in that 
town by Col. Frederick Grant. 

Mrs. Francis D. Everett said “fellow 
citizens’” proudly when she welcomed 
the club women. So did Mayor James 
Smart when he turned over the keys 
of the city after recounting the many 
things that had been done by the Ev- 
anston Woman's Club for the commun- 
nity. 

“They have never taken up a task 
without completing it,“ he said. In the 
language of the street, they always ‘put 
it over and put it over right.. 

“The Writingest Woman.” 

Mrs. Charles E. Hull, from the 
town where William Jennings Bryan 
was born, Salem, III., corresponding sec- 
retary of the federation, says she '‘s 
“the writingest woman there is.“ She 
reported writing 211 letters, 112 postals 
700 reply postals and addressing the 
covers of 1060 year books.
